private hands. The remainder of the bonds 
of the State, am ounting to $2,614,000, are 
held in trust for the State school fund and 
for the University of California. 
The 
Board of Exam iners have also purchased 
for the school fund county bonds of the 
value of $636,100, m aking tiie total value of 
county bonds now held for that fund $888,-

Major A. A. Selover. of New York, an 
old pioneer of this State, and at one tim e a 
prom inent business m an, is on a visit here 
and stopping at the Palace. 
H e is thor­ 
oughly posted on the political situation in 
New bm k, and hi conversation with a Pest 
reporter to-day swid : 
“ T hesituati 11 in New York In very pe­ 
culiar, and sim ilar to that which exists in 
San Francisco at the present time. 
H enry 
George is. of course, the principal figure, 
but there isH ew dtt.a very able and prom i­ 
nent man. who has the confidence of the 
public, and Theodore Roosevelt, tbe author 
of many legislative reforms in the State. 
They are both good men, and will have the 
support of their respective parties. 
H ow­ 
ever. 1 believe that George will be elected. 
I notice the World, which is a well-posted 
journal, concedes that he will draw a vote 
of 60,00(1, while George and his friends 
claim his strength at 60,000: George does 
not need that num berof votes, and with tbe 
present condition of affairs there he can be 
elected if lie gets 80,000 to 85,000 votes. 


GEORGE CAN BE ELECTED. 
' For my part, I hope he will be elected, 
for it wili be ns good a thing as the Repub­ 
lican party wants. This is plainly evident 
from the fact that sixty percent, ot George's 
followers are Democrats.

President Cleveland has sent ilOO to the 
sufferers of Sabine Pass. 
Tbe manager of the town of Pullm an 
yesterday pleaded guilty to a charge of em­ 
bezzlement. He was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. 
It is said that a w ealthy American resi­ 
dent of Paris has placed ut tbe disposal of 
the Bulgarian Government a loan of $2 - 
000,(X)0 without security. 
The Grand Duke Nicholas, heir to the 
Russian throne, who is alllicted with a 
pulm onary disease, is in a precarious con­ 
dition. 
It is feared that he will not re­ 
cover. 
Sierra City is excited over the recent dis­ 
covery of a vein of quartz in the Phoenix 
mine, said to be fairly glittering with gold. 
A stam p m ill is to be erected immediately 
at the mine. 
Cardinal Jacobini has sent circulars to all 
Papal Nuncios abroad, urging them to cul­ 
tivate good relations with the different Gov­ 
ernments, witli a view towards improving 
the situation of the church throughout the 
world. 
The Northwest Council has refused to ac­ 
cede to the petition for the admission of 
cattle from the United Slates to W innipeg 
free of duty. The reason assigned is that 
the m atter properly belongs to the Domin­ 
ion Government. 
From a private letter received at Los A n­ 
geles from Columbia, S. C.. it is learned 
that atKUit six thousand negroes will he en­ 
gaged soon to come to southern California. 
They will be used to supply the demand 
for domestic and farm help. 
A. B. Lawson, now in Trinity county 
prosecuting the Erickson m urder case, has 
obtained a confession from George Orr, one 
of the alleged conspirators in the m urder, 
to the effect that George Kunz fired the 
shot which killed Erickson on the 6th ult. 
W ork on the La Bollona canal and har­ 
bor scheme, at Los Angeles, is progressing 
favorably.

days.

He was received 
by a large throng, to whom he was intro­ 
duced by Governor Lee. 
He made a brief 
address. 
The owners of the sehoor-er George I . 
Sm ith, which s tiled for the Grand Banks, 
August litli, on a halibut voyage, have 
triven her up for lost. She carried a crew of 
fourteen men. 
fhis makes twenty-seven 
vessels lost, of the total value of $173.000, 
and 116 lives so far for tl is yeitr, by which 
28 wives were made widows and 50 children 
rendered fatherless. 
Benjamin Franklin Cleveland, who is 
distantly connected by blood w ith Presi­ 
dent Cleveland, was married on W ednesday 
evening to Miss Emma Coe, in Jersey City, 
Invitations were sent to the W hite House, 
but no reply was received. Tbe bridegroom 
enlisted in tbe war on tiie Union side, and 
served two years, first as private, then as 
Corporal and finally as Sergeant. 
After 
the war lie became a m em ber of the Union 
Veteran Army and is now Chnplain of that 
organization, and his rank is Brigadier-

W ashington B artlett refused to support 
th e nominees of his old party in 1855. H e 
went off and entered the crew battering 
against foreigners,and supjiorted and voted 
foi J . Neely Johnson, the Know N othing 
candidate, for Governor of California, and 
“ sw ung” the influence of his papers, two 
of which lie edited in 1855 in San F ran­ 
cisco, for the Know N othing ticket. 
A t that-tim e, the Placer Timm and Tran­ 
script, the leading Democratic journal of 
San Francisco, as well as the Herald and 
the State 
Journal, openly recorded the 
|iosition of Mr. B artlett's papers in the 
m atter as at enmity to the Democracy, and 
w ith service to the Know Nothings. 
How could they do otherwise, with Mr. 
B artlett an active affiliate in a Know 
N othing lodge, and a leading working 
member of the order, sworn to its obliga­ 
tions in the most solemn form ?• 
W hat was a Know N othing? 
A m a n 
who, in a secret conclave, political in all 
its parts, suliseribed to these principles: 
“ To place in all offices of honor, trust 
or profit, in the gift of the people, or by 
appointm ent, none but native-born Protestant 
citizens.'’

left hand upon his heart, raised his “ right 
toward heaven,” and swore: “ In the pres­ 
ence of A lm ighty God and these witnesses, 
th at I will not vote nor give m y influence 
for any man for any office in the gift of 
the people unless he be an American-born 
citizen, in favor 
of Americans ruling 
America, nor if he be a Rom an Catholic.’’ 
( R itual—I ni tiatory, ibid.) 
And who subscribed also to this penalty 
read to h im : 
“ Rinding yourself in the penalty of ex­ 
communication from the order, the for­ 
feiture of all intercourse with its mem­ 
bers, and being denounced in all the so­ 
cieties of th e same as a willful traitor to 
your God and your country.” 
(R itual, 
ibid.) 


Who was a Know N othing? 
One who 
perm itted it to be said in the awful pres­ 
ence of the lodge: “ W e wish you to dis­ 
tinctly understand th at he th at takes these 
oaths and makes these promises and then 
violates them, leaves th e foul, tbedeepand 
blighting stain of perjury resting on his 
soul.” 
(T.itual-charge, ibid.) 
W hat other obligations did the Know 
N othings take who nominated and sup­ 
ported J . Neely Johnson? They stood up, 
as did Mr. B artlett, w ith the left hand on 
th e rig h t breast, w ith the right extending 
toward the flag, and received this charge, 
among other things: “ T hat you will, 
when elected or appointed to any official 
station conferring on you the power to do 
so, remote all foreigners aliens or Roman 
Catholics from office or place, and that you 
w ill in no case appoint such to any office 
or place in your gift, so help you God, and 
keep you steadfast." 
To which they an­ 
swered severally “ I do.” 
(R itual Second 
Degree, charge and obligation, ibid.) 
W hat did the editor of a journal advo­ 
cating Mr. Johnson’s election in I855, and 
lighting the Democratic nominee and the 
W hig nominee, bind him self to in a Know 
N othing lodge? 
To all these things and 
to much more of the same sort. 
Yet, behind Mr. B artlett is a party and 
its party organ, charging the Republican 
organization with enmity to foreign-born 
citizens, when in fact to th at party they 
owe the chief liberties and privileges they 
enjoy. 
To that party, of all others, the 
world turns for breadth of view, toleration, 
perfect freedom consistent w ith order, and 
th e broadest personal liberty compatible 
w ith community interest.

The fact of this 
publication gives Sacram entans the excuse, 
if any were needed, for some special refer­ 
ence to the gentlem an in the columns of 
the local press, though it is probable that 
his own modesty would dictate to him the 
desire for little of laudation. Such a man 
as Judge McFarland can afford to let his life’s 
record speak foritself. Though better known 
in central and northern California, Judge 
McFarland has a State reputation of the 
highest character, and is more or less 
known to all who have lived in the State 
for a dozen or more years. There are new­ 
comers, however, to whom his nam e may 
be less familiar, and this suggests to us the 
propriety of telling them something of the 
life of our distinguished townsman. 
We 
quote freely for this purpose from the 
sketch in the Resources, which says : 
Thom as Bard M cFarland was born in tlio 
C um berland valley, u c a rih e town ol Mercers- 
burg, F ran k lin couuty, Pa., on tbs l!)th day of 
April, 1SJ8. 
His lather, John M cFarland, was 
of Scotcli-Irish descent, nud his m other, Eliza 
Parker, was of English stock: hut his ancestors, 
on both sides,were boru and lived in th e U nited 
States and the colonies for several generations. 
Thom as was educated at M arshall College, then 
located at M ercersburg, and was graduated in 
th e class ot 18-16. (M arshall College was after­ 
w ards rem oved to Lancaster City and united 
w ith F ran k lin College.) He studied law at 
C ham bersburg. Pa., in the office of Robert M. 
Bawl, a very able and em inent law yer, th e father 
of Thom as R. B ard and Dr. Cephas Bard, now of 
V entura county, California. 
He was adm itted 
to the bar in November. 1819, by th at distin­ 
guished jurist, now deceased. Jerem iah 8. Black, 
w ho at th a t tim e w as presiding Judge o f the 
district w hich included Franklin couuty. 
Im m ediately after his adm ission to the liar 
young Thom as w as seized w ith th e gold fever, 
and crossed the plains in the spring and sum ­ 
m er of 1S50, to California, w here he has resided 
ever since. He intended to go to Sacram ento, 
w here he had some acquaintances, and com ­ 
m ence the practice of th e law : hut being de­ 
tained by a sick com panion at Ringgold. El Do­ 
rado county, he tried his lisnd a little at pros­ 
pecting, aiid found a claim w hich, though 
sm all, was quite rich. 
Being captivated by 
m ining, he followed th at business for three 
years h i the counties of El Dorado, Placer. Ne­ 
vada and Vuba. and in the w inter of 1853 he 
began the practice of law in N evada C itr. 
in 
lSC'L he was nom inated by th e R epublican jia rty 
for the office of D istrict Judge of the F ourteenth 
Judicial D istrict, an d was elected lor th e full 
term of six years. 
The district was theu 
composed 
of 
N evada 
county aloue. 
The 
constitutional 
am endm ents 
w hich 
were 
soon afterw ards adopted, cut off his term 


PACIFIC COAST. 


At the end of his second term iu 1870, having 
served eight years as Judge, he rem oved to Sac­ 
ram ento city, aud resum ed law practice. In 
l s74, w ithout his solicitation, and at the sam e 
tim e against his desire, he was appointed Regis­ 
ter of th e U nited States Laud Office at Sacra­ 
m ento. 
He held th e office for one full term of 
four years, retaining, how ever, the principal 
p art of his law practice. He w as appointed to a 
second term , but resigned a m onth or two a fte r­ 
w ards. and was elected a m em ber o f the Cali­ 
fornia State C onstitutional Convention, w hich 
m et in the fall of 1878. 
He took an active part 
in the debates and proceedings of th at laxly. * 
* * In 1882, Hon. S. C. Densou having re­ 
signed th e office o f Superior Judge for S acra­ 
m ento county, G overnor P erkins wrote Judge 
M cFarland a note requesting him to accept an 
appointm ent to th e vacancy. 
This offer was 
entirely unsolicited. 
A fter carefully consider­ 
ing the m atter he finally accepted aiid was ap­ 
pointed, taking his seat on the Bench th e sec­ 
ond tim e in December, 1882. 
He held the office 
under the app .intm eut u ntil 1884, w hen he was 
nom inated by the Republican County Conven­ 
tion, by acclam ation, as a candidate for th e 
place, and was elected by a very large m ajority 
tor a full term o f six years, w hich he is now 
serving. * * * As a jurist. Judge M cFarland's 
decisions and opinions stand high, and but a re­ 
m arkably sm all percentage ol them have been 
reversed by th e appellate Court. Judge M cFar­ 
land was m arried in Novem ber. 1861. to Miss 
8usie Briggs, of New York, aud his fam ilv con­ 
sists o f his wife and one daughter. 
We take the occasion to add to the fore­ 
going sketch, that long before the cam­ 
paign of 1886 began to take form. Judge 
M cFarland was freely spoken of as a tit 
person to place upon the Supreme Bench. 
It was, indeed, natural gravitation that 
brought his name into prominence for such 
a position, and the nam ing of hint for it 
upon the Republican ticket was sim ply an 
act by that party of putting to the front 
one of the foremost men in its ranks, 
one of the most distinguished jurists, and 
one of the most em inent men of the State. 
If this is strong praise it is but the simple 
truth written by the life of a m an whose 
course has been upright, whose life has 
been devoted to his State, and whose activ­ 
ity lias made an ineducable m ark of credit 
upon her history. Nearly all his mature 
life has been devoted to his profession—at 
the Bar and on the Bench. 
Few men 
have dealt with such a variety of legal 
questions. Nearly all the leading law­ 
yers 
of 
the 
S'tate. at 
one time or 
another, have been before him , anil we 
think we can safely say that nearly all the 
members of the legal profession of all par­ 
ties, who know him well, will support him. 
Coupled with the education and training 
of a lawyer, he lias the strong common 
sense and broad m ental grasp so essential 
in a Judge. 
His integrity has never been 
questioned, and not the faintest blush of 
doubt has even been cast upon his char­ 
acter, public or private. H e has that qual­ 
ity in an em inent degree, which is possessed 
by all honest men, perfect fearlessness. 
W hen, after the full bearing of a case his 
judgm ent has brought him to a conclusion, 
he would not change it a hair’s breadth for 
any man on the globe, or for anv hum an 
influence; for m illionaire or for mob. Open 
to conviction, patient, judicial in every at­ 
titude, he still is firm as the hills in bis 
convictions of the right. 
lie is a political 
scholar, an orator and a writer of fine Eng­ 
lish. 
A Justice of the Supreme Court is 
required to place the decisions of the bench 
in wtiting, to m ake up the record of the 
Court’s opinion. 
It is essential that this 
should be done com prehensibly; that the 
law shall be expounded clearly, and con­ 
viction carried to the public m ind of the 
exact truth. 
W e know no m an better 
capat Hated for such work, or whoso liter­ 
ary style is clearer, more concise, or forci­ 
ble. 
Reference to the m any decisions by 
Judge McFarland, published in these and 
other columns, will carry conviction of the 
soundness of our judgm ent in this regard. 
T. B. M cFarland is one of the few men 
born to be a Judge. 
H is legal knowledge, 
and profound learning, his sym pathy with 
the popular heart, his patriotic devotion, 
his broad grasp of facts, his calm delibera­ 
tion, the perfect ease with which he m ar­ 
shals and weighs evidence and sifts front 
testimony the truth, are matters of com­ 
mon repute whever he has occupied the 
bench. 
Judge McFarland is a m an of tine 
physical constitution, in the full possession 
of mental health and vigor, and with the 
prospect before him of a long and useful 
and vigorous, active life.

Ens. R ecobd-Ukiok : I thought a short 
letter about this part of the country would 
be of interest to your readers. This is 
mostly a grazing country, but is also adapt­ 
ed to wheat, barley, oats and fruit and 
vegetables. The land is a red loam, rocky 
in places, poor, thin, steep and stony. The 
land in the western part of the county has 
aii passed out of Government hands, ex­ 
cept some that is broken. 
To the east 
the Government land 
becomes plenty. 
Forty miles east of this place it is most all 
Government land, and .tim ber good and 
plenty. Grizzly Flat is situated where the 
snow falls to a considerable depth. 
They 
farm successfully there. Three miles east 
of that town there is very little of the land 
sold, and it is open to homestead settle­ 
m ent. The tim ber grows so tall and thick 
there that very little grass grows. I have 
lived in this county thirty-four years, and 
there is no better place for the home-seeker 
than El Dorado counfy. H e can get any 
kind of land he wants. 
The Italians have an eye to business, 
and have started a settlement southeast of 
Latrobe. paying from $0 50 to $15 per acre. 
There is good land in the neighborhood 
for $10 per acre. 
In conclusion I would 
state that it seldom snows at this place, 
and in a "rear portion of this county 
oranges can he successfully grown. S. F.

A R em a rk a b le S p ecim en or th e S tu rg eo n 
F a m ily . 
Mention was m ade in yesterday’s issue of 
a large sturgeon caught on Tuesday by P. 
Lucas at Devil’s Reach. 
It attracted much 
attention at Jones <Sc A nderson's m arket, 
where it was exhibited, and where it was 
yesterday m orning killed and c u tu p . It 
proved to be a female, m easuring 9 feet 2 
inches in length, and weighing 429 pounds. 
The head weighed 110 pounds, m easured 19 
inches across and 2 feet from the end of the 
nose to the back of the gills. The latter 
alone weighed 15J pounds. The capture of 
the “ ganoid ” doubtless deprived m any 
fish of other species of a large am ount of 
food, as her spawn weighed 75 pounds. 
There are two kinds of sturgeon caught in 
the river—the white and the green. The 
form er 
obtains 
its 
nam e 
through 
the 
fact 
that 
its 
tiesh 
is 
w h ite; 
w hile the 
other is nam ed bicause of 
the green tinge in its skin. 
Its tiesh is red. 
The fish dissected yesterday was a white 
one, but those who watched the cutting up 
and were not lam iliar w ith the subject, 
were surprised to see 17 pounds of meat, 
resembling beefsteak, cut from about the 
head. 
It was secured w ith avidity by a 
gentlem an present, who declared it equal to 
porter-house steak in tenderness and flavor. 
The white sturgeon is not as lively as the 
green, and m akes less trouble for the fisher­ 
men when caught in nets. The very large 
ones are logy, and the specimen spoken of 
above was secured without much difficulty, 
being pulled to the stern of the boat and 
stunned by blows on the head, and then 
secured with a rope and towed to market. 
W hite or green, they are handled easily 
enough as long as the captor can work at 
their heads, but a blow from the tail is de­ 
cidedly paralyzing. They are very tenacious 
of life. Yesterday morning, after this one 
had been " killed ” by having his head bat­ 
tered in, he gave two or three Hops of his 
tail while being cut open and the operator 
had to exercise his agility to save himself 
from being knocked overboard from the 
m arket. ¡Sturgeon not too old is good eat­ 
ing ; but, like catfish in some portions oí 
the East, they are too common to be gen­ 
erally held in high favor. 
Nevertheless, as 
“ sea bass ” and 
tenderloin of sole ” their 
popularity gives evidence that there is 
m uch in a name, after all said to the 
contrary. The common sturgeon of E u­ 
rope attains a length of six to ten feet, 
sometimes more, is found in the Caspian 
and Black ¡Seas and the rivers opening into 
them , and sometimes on the coast of Great 
Britain and the Baltic. The tiesh is deli­ 
cate, has been compared to veal, and it was 
in old times considered a royal dish, and 
served with great pomp in ancient Greece 
and Rome. There is a larger species found 
in the seas or rivers of southeastern Europe, 
called the beluga, which attains a length of 
12 to 15 feet, and a weight of 1,200 pounds. 
The flesh is tough, and of inferior quality, 
hut the sound, or air-bladder, furnishes an 
abundantsupply of isinglass.for which great 
num bers are caught in Russia. Caviare is 
made from the roe of the female, which 
sometimes constitutes one-third the weight 
of the fish, and the skin is used for harness 
leather. The sterlet, found in the Caspian, 
grows to a length of only two or three ieet, 
and furnishes a most delicate food and the 
best caviare. Some idea of the commercial 
importance of this fishery may be gathered 
from the fact that in one year, in the 
Caspian Sea alone, about 8,800 persons were 
employed 
obtaining 
780,000 sturgeons, 
yielding 28,500 pounds of caviare and 1,100 
pounds of isinglass. 
In American waters 
there is the short-nosed sturgeon, attaining 
a length of from three to seven feet, very 
num erous in the Hudson, and so common 
that its flesh in the m arket in that section 
is slightingly spoken of as “ Albany beef.” 
Then there is the lake sturgeon, growing to 
a length of four feet, which does not 
descend to the sea; and, among others, the 
spoonbill sturgeon, to be found five feet 
long, or longer, inhabiting the waters ot 
the Mississippi, Ohio and their tributaries, 
it is sometimes called “ shovel fish" and 
'paddle fish.” 
The singularly - shaped 
snout is used to shovel up the m ud in 
search of food. The flesh is occasionally 
eaten, but is rather tough.

F. R. DRAY. 
F. R. Dray, the Republican nominee for 
State Senator, was the first speaker in­ 
troduced. 
He said he desired 
to give 
a brief 
sketch 
of his 
life and 
po­ 
litical 
record, 
so 
that 
his hearers 
might know 
who 
and what he was. 
For twelve or fifteen years he had not been 
a candidate for office, but had ever been a 
worker in the Republican ranks. He was a 
native of Pennsylvania. W hen a small 
boy his father moved to Iowa, and after a 
short stay in that State, to Missouri, to the 
county in which John F. Swift was born. 
His school days were spent in that county. 
H is father afterwards moved to Illinois, 
from whence the speaker cante to California 
in 1850. H e first stopped at Placerville, 
next moved to Michigan Bar, in this county, 
and shortly afterwards to Drytown, in 
Amador county, where he successfully en­ 
gaged in miiiing for several weeks. 
He 
came to Sacramento at the time of the 
squatter riots, and since that tim e had been 
a resident of this county. For a time lie 
was 
engaged 
in 
farming, afterwards 
followed mercantile pursuits. 
Ilis first 
political position 
was that of Deputy 
Sheriff under Jam es MeClatcliy. He served 
this people two years in the office of Public 
Administrator, eight years as Assessor, and 
afterwards a term as Supervisor. He had 
always been a consistent and outspoken 
Republican, and never feared to discuss 
every issue at any and all times. 
His Re­ 
publicanism dated hack to 1856, when he 
voted for Frem ont, and he had voted for 
every Republican President since. 
He did 
not claim to be a lawyer nor public speak­ 
er, but he always could m ake himself thor­ 
oughly understood by speaking plainly, 
squarely and to the point. 
He should, he said, direct his attention 
for a few moments to his friend General 
Carey, whom he regarded with the highest 
esteem, and who in every sense was a per­ 
fect gentleman.

T hanks be to God. my lot has been cast th at it 
is lav good fortune and my high privilege to 
share In the heritage bequeathed us by our fore­ 
fathers, aud th at the sun o f A m erican liberty 
easts its im partial, w arm ing rays into every cor­ 
n er of this united and unbroken Union of 
Slates, fertilizing and renew ing the soil, and 
bringing into new and vigorous lite the germs 
of Am erican independence, love of one country, 
love of one flag, a united people and an insep­ 
arable U nion.’ 
That, fellow-citizens, is a Republican 
speech. 
No Democrat in Congress ever 
voted lor the adoption of the Fourteenth 
Am endment. General Carey was made an 
American citizen by the Republican party, 
when they passed that am endm ent in op­ 
position to all the Democrats in Congress, 
and secured its ratification in the different 
States of the Union in opposition to a 
united Democracy. 
Prior to that time a 
man could be a citizen of a State, but not 
until the passage by the Republican party 
of the Fourteenth Am endment to the Con­ 
stitution of the i'n ited States, and which 
the Democracy labored

American citizenship heard of.

I will adm it that General Carey is an 
able lawyer and that he did tnake a good 
District Attorney. 
During his term ot of­ 
fice a question arose as to whether the Su- 
Eervisors of this county could epjuin the 
vdraulic miners and defend our homes 
against the flow 
of slickens. 
General 
Carey, as the legal advisor of the Board, 
gave them a legal opinion, in writing, in 
which he held that the funds of the county 
could not be used for that purpose. The 
Board, however, proceeded with their in­ 
junction, and did stop the hydraulic m in­ 
ers. and it is evident from subsequent re­ 
sults that bis opinion was not good law. 
He said be agreed with General Carey 
upon the irrigation problem, but claimed 
that he was more intim ately acquainted 
with the wants and requirem ents iu that 
direction.

On prison labor lie also agreed witn M r. 
C-arey. However, he regarded this at pres­ 
ent a" difficult and complex question—more 
easily talked about than solved.

this was an error. 
Their interests were 
not m utual. Capital always demanded the 
last dollar. Capital was organized. Labor 
was scattered ; it was an individual roan 
w ith willing hands : a living soul. 
You 
can combine labor as one m an—a ponder­ 
ous engine; 
but labor is disorganized. 
Abraham Lincoln said : 
" No* men are 
more to be trusted than those who toil up 
from poverty. 
Labor is the superior to 
capital and deserves m uch the higher con­ 
sideration." 


when a man was struggling to get a little 
home—trying to m ake him self a capitalist 
in a small way—that the laws of the State 
should be shaped to assist him in that 
direction. 
H e said, every man who was a citizen of 
the United States should m ake it his duty 
to understand all laws, and try to discrim ­ 
inate carefully all issues he is called to pass 
upon. The Heath am endm ent is sim ply 
that the railroad companies are to be made 
to pay 2i per cent, of their gross receipts in 
lieu of all other taxation. That is the 
proposition of two of the leading Demo­ 
crats of the State, English and Greathouse, 
who drew it up, and the same was pre­ 
sented to the Legislature by Mr. H eath. It 
passed both houses of a Democratic ad­ 
m inistration.

Conventions, 
which 
resulted 
in 
Swift's memorial 
to Congress, an 
able state paper, which 
did more for 
the cause than all other thlng3 combined. 
I have nothing to take back. I labored 
hard to accomplish all the good possible 
w ithin the law, and am quite well satisfied 
with the result of my labors. 
But where 
was General Carey during all those troub­ 
lous times. 
He "was not beard of; but in 
his speech the other night lie takes a bold 
and open stand on the Chinese question. 
I did what I could in the m atter consist­ 
ently and conscientiously ; but never any­ 
where, at any time, under no circumstances, 
would I stcD outside of the law. 
It is 
rather late for him to get into the agita- 
tation business after the agitation is all 
over. 
If the Democracy carries the election, 
and secures a majority in the Legislature, 
there is no powrer on earth that can prevent 
George H earst from going to the i'nited 
States Senate. 
H e stood up in the United 
States Senate, and worked and voted in the 
interest of the hydraulic 
miners, and 
against the interest of the valley people. Is 
he the man you want to send to the Senate? 
a man with m illions of money and no 
brains? H e is the only man that is before 
the Democracy for that position. The Re­ 
publicans have four candidates for the po­ 
sition of United States Senator.

The 
gross an n u al earnings earned during th e year 
ending on th e thirty-first day oí Decem ber last 
jreceaing, o f all railroads, shall bo, a n ’iually. 
>efore th e first dav of May thereafier. ascertained 
and declared by th e State Board o f Equalization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, th at 
th e Legislature m ay at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated partly w ithin this 


tion or otherw ise, to interfere w ith, h in d er or 
delay th e collection of any tax laid under the

Felix Chappellet has commenced a suit 
■ against Victor M. Foucault to recover$5,000 
! damages, he alleging that on the ISth in­ 
: stant the defendant, at a meeting of stock­ 
holders of the Mayflower Mining Com­ 
pany, and in the presence of a number of 
persons, called plaintiff a liar. 
An additional charge of obtaining money 
by false pretenses has been registered 
against the notorious confidence woman, 
Bertha Jacobs, it is alleged that on the 
11th instant she gave to her landlady, Mrs. 
Rosenberg, a fraudulent cheek for $66 on 
the First National Bank of Oakland, in 
i payment for her rent. 
F. T. Bowers has been arrested on three 
charges of defrauding his creditors. He is 
accused of having obtained $2,500 worth of 
silk goods from three Chinese firms in this 
city, in May last, on the representation 
that he was an established silk merchant at 
13 Post street. A few days later he disap­ 
peared, and did not return until quite re­ 
cently. 
A crse of sending coals to Newcastle is 
reported by the railroad officials, who say 
that last week there arrived in this city a 
carload of dried fruit from the Fast. With 
hundreds of carloads of California dried 
fruit and raisins now going Fust, this freak 
of the transportation trade in sending a 
solitary car of the same class of freight to 
this coast is looked upon as one of the hu­ 
morous incidents of the traffic war. 
George Jones, who had been convicted of 
murder in the first degree, for the killing 
of Lorenzo Dutil, in Oakland, and who 
was granted a new trial by the Supreme 
Court, has been allowed to ¡dead guilty to a 
charge of murder in the second degree. 
Jones is now past 75 years of age. but still 
retains full mental vigor. He still asserts 
his innocence, and declares that he will not 
plead guilty to a charge of battery even. 
A damage suit for the recovery of $10,000 
has been brought in the Superior Court by 
Robert Walker against T. G. Steer, master 
oí the bark Star of Denmark. Walker sets 
forth in his complaint that he was a miner 
in Newcastle, N. S. W., and that in the 
early part of August last he was drugged 
by the hirelings of the vessel, and while 
unconscious was conveyed on board and 
brought to this port. He represents that 
he is a man of family, and was in profitable 
employment at that time. His family are 
wholly unaware of his whereabouts, and 
are without care and protection. 
The battalion composed ot troop3 A and 
K of the Second United States Cavalry has 
returned to the Presidio, after ten months’ 
service in the field in Arizona. The bat­ 
talion, which numbers 112 men and ninety- 
four horsss, was commanded by Captain J. 
G. MacAdams, assisted by Captain O. C. 
Doanc, Lieutenant F. U. Robinson, Second 
Lieutenant Bean and Acting Assistant Sur­ 
geon W. Craig. The troops traveled by 
special train 
from Arizona, occupying 
twelve cars. The men look well physically 
after their long campaign. Their faces are 
tanned by exposure to the hot sun in Ari­ 
zona, and their clothing is rather dilapi­ 
dated. One of the men stated that they 
had drawn nothing on clothing account 
during the whole trip.
